faction ot  all  \\Uo  heard  him,  that  the  pow  er  is 
coniine*]  of  defensive  war.  1 claim  the  bene- 
fit of  a similar  principle,  in  behalf  of  my  poli- 
tical friends,  against  the  gentleman  trom  Bos- 
ton 1 demand  only  the  exercise  oi  the  right 
of  repulsion.

Virgniu,  alone,  cannot  elect  a 
President,  w hose  elevation  depends  upon  u 
plurality  of  electoral  votes  ana  a consequent 
concurrence  of  many  states.  Would  Vermont, 
disinterested  Pennsylvania,  the  Candidas,  in- 
dependent Georgia,  Kentucky,  Tennessee,  O- 
Itio,  Louisiana,  all  consent  to  become  the  tools 
of  an  inordinate  ambition  ? But  the  present 
incumbent  was  designated  to  the  office,  be- 
foir  his  predecessor  had  retired.  How  ? By 
public  sentiment — public  sentiment  which 
grew  out  of  Ins  known  virtues,  his  illustrious 
Cervices,  and  Ins  distinguished  abilities.

our  com  nerce  1 throw  out  of  the  question 
otuer  wrongs.  The  war,  in  fact,  was  aimoun- 
ctd,  on  ou  part,  to  meet  the  war  which  she 
was  waging  on  her  part.  So  undeniable  were 
the  causes  of  the  war;  so  powerfully  did  they 
address  themselves  to  the  feelings  of  the  whole 
American  people,  that  when  the  bill  was  pend- 
ing before  this  house,  gentlemen  in  the  oppo- 
sition, although  provoked  to  debate,  would 
not,  or  could  not,  utter  one  syllable  against  it.

saw,  however,  that  there  was  no  security  short 
of  independence,  and  they  achieved  oui  inde- 
pendence. When  nations  are  engaged  in  war, 
those  rights  in  controversy,  which  are  not  ac- 
knowledged by  the  treaty  of  peace,  arc  aban- 
doned. And  who  is  prepared  to  say  that  Ame- 
rican seamen  shall  he  surrendered,  the  victims 
to  the  British  principle  of  impressment  ? And, 
sir,  what  is  this  principle  ? She  contends  that 
she  has  a right  to  the  services  of  her  own  sub- 
jects ; that,  in  the  exercise  of  this  right,  she 
may  lawfully  impress  them,  even  although  she 
buds  them  in  our  vessels,  upon  the  high  seas, 
without  her  jurisdiction.  Now  I deny  that  she 
lias  any  right,  w ithout  her  jurisdiction,  to  come 
on  board  our  vessels,  upon  the  high  seas,  for 
any  other  purpose  but  in  pursuit  of  enemies, 
or  their  goods,  oi;  gooas  contraband  of  war. 

But  she  further  contends,  that  her  subjects 
cannot  renounce  their  allegiance  to  her,  and 
contract  a new  obligation  to  other  sovereigns. 

I do  not  mean  to  go  into  the  general  question 
of  the  right  of  expatriation.  If,  as  is  contended, 

*11  nations  deny  it,  all  nations  al  the  same  time 
admit  and  practise  the  right  of  naturalization. 

Great  Britain  herself  does.  Great  Britain,  in 
the  very  case  of  foreign  seamen,  imposes,  per- 
haps, fewer  restraints  upon  naturalization  than 
any  other  nation.  Then,  if  subjects  cannat 
break  their  original  allegiance,  they  may,  ac- 
cording to  universal  usage,  contract  a new  al- 
legiance What  is  the  effect  of  this  double 
'»bl  gation?  Undoubtedly,  that  the  sovereign, 
having  the  possession  of  the  subject,  would 
have  the  right  to  the  services  of  tin  subject.  If 
he  return  within  the  jurisdiction  oflm  primi- 
tive sovereign,  lie  may  resume  his  right  to  his 
services,  of  which  the  subject,  by  his  own  act, 
could  not  divest  himself.  But  his  primitive

The  disasters  of  the  war  admonish  us,  we 
are  told,  of  the  necessity  of  terminating  tin 
contest.  If  our  achievements  upon  the  land 
have  been  less  splendid  than  those  of  our  in 
trepid  seamen,  it  is  not  because  the  American 
soldier  is  less  brave.  On  the  one  element  or- 
ganization, discipline,  and  a thorough  knowl 
edge  of  their  duties  exist,  on  the  part  of  the 
officers  and  their  men  On  the  other  almost 
every  thing  is  yet  to  be  acquired.  We  have 
i however  the  consolation  that  our  country  a - 
bounds  with  the  richest  materials,  and  that  in 
no  instance  when  engaged  in  action  have  our 
arms  been  tarnished.

of  his  subjects.  That  small  affair  being  set- 
tled, he  is  further  authorised  to  arrange  as  to 
the  revocation  of  the  law  s w hich  interdict  the 
commerce  and  ships  of  war  of  his  Majesty 
from  the  harbors  and  w iters  of  the  United 
Slates  This  messenger  of  peace  comes  with 
one  qualified  concession  in  his  pocket,  not 
made  to  the  justice  of  our  demands,  and  is  ful- 
ly empower<  d to  receive  our  homage,  the  con. 
trite  retraction  of  all  our  measures  adopted 
•gainst  his  master!  And  in  default,  he  does 
not  fail  to  assure  ns,  the  orders  in  council  are 
to  he  forthwith  revived.  Administration,  still 
anxious  to  terminate  the  war,  suppresses  the 
indignation  which  such  a proposal  ought  to 
have  created,  and  in  its  answer  concludes  by 
informing  Admiral  Warren,  “ That  if  there  be 
mi  objection  to  an  accommodation  of  the  dif- 
ference relating  to  impressment,  in  the  mode 
proposed,  other  than  the  suspension  of  the  Bri- 
tish claim  to  impressment  during  the  armis-- 
tice,  there  can  he  none*  to  proceeding,  without 
the  armistice,  to  an  immediate  discussion  and 
irrangement  of  an  article  on  that  subject. ’■* 
Thus  it  has  left  the  door  of  negociation  un- 
closed, and  it  remains  to  be  seen  if  the  enemy 
will  accept  the  invitation  tendered  to  him. 
The  honorable  gentleman  from  North  Carolina 
( Mr.  Peal  soil)  supposes,  that  it  Congress 
would  pass  a law,  prohibiting  the  employment 
of  British  seamen  in  our  service,  upon  condi- 
tion of  a like  prohibition  oil  their  part,  peace 
would  immediately  follow.

In  the  battle  of  the  22d,  the  British  advan 
ced  in  platoons  to  charge  the  pickets  keeping, 
up  a street  fire.  The  men  within  the  pickets, 
with  the  most  determined  bravery  and  pre- 
sence of  mind,  reserved  their  fire  until  the  em  - 
my  advanced  w ithin  point  blank  shot.  Tlu  \ 
then  opened  a cross  fire  upon  the  enemy — then 
pieces  well  levelled — and  thus  they  mown 
down  his  ranks  in  auch  a manner,  as  rendered 
all  his  efforts  vain,  and  compelled  him  to  re 
tire.  Well  may  the  enemy  acknowledge,  tha? 
he  had  a dear  bought  Victory. 

We  have  said  that  the  British  officers  treatei 
their  prisoners  with  haughty  superciliousness— 
Wc  might  have  gone  farther,  perhaps,  8t  san 
with  provoking  insolence.  When  an  Amen 
can  officer  urged  the  necessity  of  having  tin 
wounded  put  under  the  care  of  suitable  sin 
geons — lie  was  tauntingly  answered,  “ the  In 
diant  are  excellent  doctors  “ Yes”  replir< 
the  American  with  spirit,  “ you  have  proven 
on  the  morning  of  the  23d,”  alluding  to  tl *  * 
massacre  of  the  wounded. 

Although  our  biavemen  were  made  captives 
and  disarmed,  their  spirits  were  unbroken. — 
When  offered  the  parole,  for  their  signature 3 
they  demanded  to  know’  “ who  were  his  mu 
jest^s allies. — Even  British  effrontery  was  stag 
gered  at  the  pei  t inancy  of  the  enquiry.  Tbt 
“ compunctious  visiting*  nature”  deterred 
them  from  acknowledging  the  savages , am: 
they  eluded  a direct  reply,  by  answering  “ his 
majesty's  allies  are  known  /” — Yes!  truly  are 
they  known.  They  are  recorded  in  letters  ot 
blood  ! 

Why  are  these  disclosures  made  ? To  show 
the  people  of  the  U.  S.  the  merciless  enemy 
they  have  to  contend  with.  To  aw'aken  the 
dormant  spirit  of  the  nation.  To  steel  their 
hearts  and  nerve  their  arms,  for  an  awful  dis- 
play of  that  retribution  which  the  cruelties 
of  our  unrelenting  enemy  justly  entitle  him  to. 

We  close  this  article  with  the  following 
statement  furnished  us  by  a gentleman  in  the 
staff’ department,  who  was  an  eye  witness  to  the 
massacre  of  the  wounded. 

“Op  the  morning  of  the  22d  January,  at 
reveile  beating,  the  detachment  under  general 
Winchester,  »t  the  river  Raisin,  were  attacked 
by  u party  of  British  and  Indians.  The  officers 
and  men  were  ready  at  their  posts  to  receive 
them,  inasmuch  as  they  were  informed  the 
preceding  evening  an  attack  would  be  made. — 
The  detachment  consisted  of  about  7^0  men, 
of  whom  about  500  were  protected  by  a tempo- 
rary breast  work,  composed  of  rails  and  garden 
puling,  'flie  remainder  who  had  joined  us  the 
day  preced  ng  the  action,  were  encamped  on 
the  right,  somewhat  detached,  and  unprotect- 
ed by  any  kind  of  shelter  The  attack  was 
made  with  great  violence  on  the  troops  without 
the  shelter,  who  maintained  their  ground  about 
15  minutes,  when  an  order  was  given  to  retreat 
within  the  picketing.  In  the  confusion,  that 

der  was  mistaken  lor  a general  ret  real.  On 
their  retreat  they  were  attac  ked  bv  a large  body 
of  Indians  who  had  been  stationed  on  our  rear 
in  an  adjacent  wood,  previous  to  the  attack 
The  retreating  part\  were  thrown  into  consid- 
erable confusion.— (icn.  Winchester,  cols'  Lew- 
is and  Allen,  pursued  and  endeavoured  to  rally 
them,  which  proved  ineffectual.  The  party 
finding  a retreat  was  in  vain,  resolved  to  sell 
• heir  lives  at  the  dearest  rate,  and  fired  until 
the  last.  Few  of  them  arrived  safe  at  camp. 
Tien.  Winchester  and  aid,  and  his  son  and  coL 
Lewis,  were  taken  prisoners. — The  party  who 
remained  in  the  breast  work,  kept  up  a con- 
stant and  warm  fire,  until  eleven  o’clock,  when 
a flag  was  brought  in  by  gen.  Winchester’s  aid, 
informing  us,  he  had  surrendered  us  prisoners 
of  war,  and  requested  our  compliance.

PROM  GEN.  LEE’S  MEMOIRS  OF

JN  THE  SOUTHERN  DEPAUTEMNT  OP  1 

THE  UNITED  STATES. 

On  the  fOth  the  evacuation  of  Catnb- 
den  took  place,  and  the  British  general 
proceeded  to  Nelson’s  ferry  with  the  ex- 
pectation of  crossing  the  Santee  in  time 
to  dislodge  Marion,  and  Lee  still  prose- 
cuting the  siege  of  fort  Mot — Previous 
to  nis  lordship's  departure,  he  bnrnt  the 
jans,  the  mills,  and  some  private  houses, 
and  destroyed  all  the  stores  which  he 
could  not  take  with  him.  He  carried  off 
4 or  5 hundred  negroes,  and  all  the  most 
obnoxious  loyalists  accompanied  him. 

As  soon  as  Green  was  informed  of  the 
retreat  of  the  enemy,  p«rsuaded  that 
Raivdon’s  first  effort  would  be  to  relieve 
fort  Motte,  he  advanced  toward  the  Con- 
garee,  determined  to  pass  that  river  if  ne- 
cessary, and  to  cover  the  operations  of 
the  besieging  corps. 

This  post  was  the  principal  depot  of 
the  convoys  from  Charlestown  to  Camb- 
den,  and  sometimes  of  those  destined  for 
fort  Granby  and  Ninety-Six.

Lieutenant  Angus  and  such  of  his  men 
is  landed,  maintained  the  high  character 
of  America*  tars.
